The farmer must 
store 'xis grain and hold his livestock 
waiting for cars to ship to m arket ** 
rn 
In a country growing like ours it is 
not easy to keep pace with such growth.1 
During the war the railroads fell behind, 
as their expansion had to be deferred 
for more pressing matters. Today they 
are fairly abreast of the procession. They 
are pressing forward on a conffhued 
program of improvement which, with a 
continuance of present general condi­ 
tions, will steadily extend their ability 
to serve.
